THE PEOPLE IN THE HILLS

This year is the three hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the christening of Cape 
Cod by Bartholomew Gosnold, but it isn’t of Gosnold we are going for to sing. It is also, 
or could be, the almost one thousandth anniversary of the arrival on this peninsula of 
the Norsemen. Of course it hasn’t been scientifically or legally proven that the Norse- 
men ever did come here, but we will overlook a little matter of proof. You have heard 
people, regular visitors, first comers and even permanent residents, make the remark 
that Cape Cod is unique. We think we know why it is; in fact we have a theory. 

When the Norse ships came to these shores they brought stowaways. They brought 
Trolls. Trolls were probably the oldest form of manlike creatures to live on Earth. When 
man developed he was smarter in some ways and more prolific. The Trolls went under- 
ground, literally. For centuries they stayed under the hills and mountains of Scandinavia. 
When the Scandinavian peoples started migrating around they carried, all unwittingly, 
the Trolls as stowaways. Unwittingly, because the Trolls possess the power of invisibility. 

When the Norsemen left, the Trolls remained and have been here ever since. The 
Cape was not over populated in those days, either above or below ground and the Trolls 
were content. They lived underground from habit and by preference. There were plenty 
of nice hills for them to make their homes in. The Europeans came again and stayed here, 
progress raised its head, roads were built, the automobile appeared and multiplied. Un- 
fortunately for the Trolls, such grandoise schemes as re-arranging the landscape for some 
of our more ambitious highways has unsettled large numbers of these subterranean 
dwellers. Take the levelling of the top of Shootflying Hill, which disturbed a large and 
happy family of Trolls; we are sure that any accidents or breakdowns on that stretch of 
road are caused by the displaced Trolls. They are friendly enough to well behaved motor- 
ists, but let them catch one so unwary as to be reckless or rude and so much the worse 
for him. 

One can hardly blame the Trolls for resenting it when bulldozers scrape the tops off 
their houses. It is hardly surprising when they seem to go out of their way to annoy 
people who are so disrespectful as to tamper with the natural beauty of the landscape 

and upset their living quarters. 
Trolls have powers which we mere mortals have to struggle along without. Besides 
being able to make themselves invisible they can also cause plants to grow backwards 
into the ground and disappear. In the old days they were fond of souring milk and stop- 
ping the hens from laying. On the other hand, if the Trolls like you, you are in luck. 
They make fine friends, but very bad enemies. 

It is obvious that the Trolls are friendly to the arts. They like the theatre and music. 
They appreciate painting and sculpture. We are sure that they have given their blessing 
to the various summer theatres, the Cape Cod orchestras, the painters and craftsmen of 
different sorts who flourish in these parts. We are convinced that, unseen and unheard, 
they help actors to learn their lines, dancers and singers to rehearse and painters to paint 
pictures. 

It would be difficult to describe a Troll. In the old days they sometimes grew to be 
nine ells high and had noses up to three ells long. An ell is equivalent to forty-five 
inches. In latter days they have shrunk to the size of ordinary people and when they 
choose to be visible are all but impossible to detect. Some Troll families, due to crowded 
conditions underground, have moved topside and live like humans. Some have even 
intermarried with humans and produced half Troll-half human offspring. It has been 
said that Trolls’ eyes are like cats’ eyes with vertical pupils; also that they cast no shadow. 
You can’t prove it by us, we don’t know. What we do know is that Trolls take an active 
interest in local happenings and frequently have a hand in them. May the people in the 
hills be on your side.

MIA SLAVENSKA is numbered among 
the small handful of dancers performing 
today who have achieved the rank of 
Prima Ballerina Assoluta. The beautiful 
red-haired ballerina first came to Amer- 
ica in 1938 as one of the stars of the Ballet 





Russe de Monte Carlo. She was already 
well known to American dance lovers for 
her superb performance as the tragic star 
of the prize-winning French film “Baller- 
ina.” Although she was then still in her 
teens, her reputation as a dancer of rare 
talent had already been securely estab- 
lished in Europe and North Africa. Born 
in Slavonski-Brod, Yugoslavia, Slavenska

was enrolled in the Opera Ballet School 
in Zagreb when she was four. At five she 
was a child star; at nine two ballets were 
especially created for her; and when she 
was sixteen she became the Prima Baller- 
ina of the National Yugoslav Ballet. In 
1936, Mia Slavenska won the Gold Medal 
in the dance competition at the Olympic 
Games. After making “Ballerina,” Sla- 
venska joined the Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo and left the company in 1944 to 
form her own concert company, “Ballet 
Variante.” Slavenska has been acclaimed 
for her roles in “Seventh Symphony,” 
“Swan Lake,” “Ghost Town,” “Gaite Pari- 
sienne,” ‘“Sylphides,” ‘“Scheherezade,” “Gi- 
selle,” and “Coppelia” to mention only a 
few. 


ALEXANDRA DANILOVA (Guest Artist) 
proudly bears the title of Prima Ballerina 
Assoluta. Danilova is a dancer of cher- 
ished tradition She is not only a supreme- 
ly gifted artist, but she has a vividness of 
personality both on and off stage that 
make her every inch a star. Danilova is 
the only dancer trained at the famed 
Russian Imperial School who is now danc- 
ing outside of the Soviet Union. She stud- 
ied her art at the fountainhead of Ballet 
and in accordance with three centuries of 
classic dicta. Born in a suburb of Lenin- 
grad (then St. Petersburg), Danilova was 
eight when she was admitted to the Im- 
perial School. Upon graduation, she danc- 
ed at the Maryinsky State Theatre of 
Opera and Ballet and toured with its 
company in France and Germany. In 
Paris, she won the admiration of the great 
impresario Diaghileff who invited her and 
other members of the troupe—namely, 
George Balanchine, Tamara Geva, and 
Efrem Kurtz—to join his company. Dani- 
lova came to America for the first time 
with the original Ballet Russe in 1933 and 
her success was instantaneous. She re- 
mained with that company, except when

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she appeared as ballerina in the Broad- 
way operetta “The Great Waltz,” until 
1938 when she became Prima Ballerina 
of the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo. 
Among her most famous ballets are “Cop- 





pelia,’ “Swan Lake,” “Gaite Parisienne,” 
“Giselle,” “Le Beau Danube,” ‘“Raymonda” 
and “Boutique Fantasque.’ Madame 
Danilova, at the height of her brilliant 
career, left the Ballet Russe this year to 
dance as a guest artist with the major 
ballet companies of the world. 


FREDERIC FRANKLIN is undoubted- 
ly the most versatile performer in the 


dance world. Franklin is as much at home 
in a “buck and wing” routine as he is in 
the most classical ballet roles. A native 
of Liverpool, England, Franklin’s career 
began as a member of a young dancing 
group known in music halls as the Lan- 
cashire Lads. He has taught ballroom 
dancing and even partnered and provided 
the piano accompaniment for the famed 
Mistinguette in a French nightclub act. 
Before joining the Markova-Dolin Ballet 
Company, Franklin appeared in West End 
musical productions. In 1938, Franklin 
was invited to join the Ballet Russe de 
Monte Carlo and he remained with that 
company as Premiere Danseur and maitre 
de ballet until the end of this current 
season. Franklin’s most notable successes 
have been in the roles of the Baron in 
“Gaite Parisienne,” the Hussar in “Le 
Beau Danube,” the Cowhand in “Rodeo.”
